13 accused of election meddling 


Mueller indicts Russians for allegedly plotting to disrupt U.S. 
presidential campaign in an effort, in part, to help Trump win

WASHINGTON » In an extraordi¬ 
nary indictment, the U.S. special 
counsel accused 13 Russians Fri¬ 
day of an elaborate plot to dis¬ 
rupt the 2016 presidential elec¬ 
tion, charging them with running 


a huge but hidden social media 
trolling campaign aimed in part 
at helping Republican Donald 
Trump defeat Democrat Hillary 
Clinton. 

The federal indictment, 
brought by special counsel Rob¬ 
ert Mueller, represents the most 
detailed allegations to date of il¬ 


legal Russian meddling during 
the campaign that sent Trump to 
the White House. It also marks 
the first criminal charges against 
Russians believed to have secretly 
worked to influence the outcome. 

The Russian organization was 
funded by Yevgeny Prigozhin,

parkland, fla. » The FBI re¬ 
ceived a tip last month that the 
suspect in the Florida school 
shooting had a “desire to kill” and 
access to guns and could be plot¬ 
ting an attack, but agents failed 
to investigate, the agency said Fri¬ 
day. Florida Gov. Rick Scott called 
for the FBI’s director to resign be¬ 
cause of the missteps. 

Attorney General Jeff Sessions 
said the shooting that killed 17 
people Wednesday was a “tragic 
consequence” of the FBI’s failure 
and ordered a review of the Jus¬ 
tice Department’s processes. He 
said it’s now clear that the na¬ 
tion’s premier law enforcement 
agency missed warning signs. 

In more evidence that there 
had been signs of trouble with 
the suspect, Broward County 
Sheriff Scott Israel said at a Fri-

Sylvan Park: City Council says construction of a skate park 
and light-rail line will not infringe on club’s historic designation

Preparations for a planned 
skate park in Sylvan Park 
have raised concerns among 
Lawn Bowling Club advocates 
who worry the historic venue 
may be under threat. 

Earlier this month, the City 
Council clarified the bound¬ 
aries for the bowling club, 
located near the site for the 
skate park in the southeast 
corner of Sylvan Park near 
University Street and Park 
Avenue. The move alarmed 
bowling club advocates who 
want to ensure the nearly 
century-old facility is pro¬ 
tected from encroachment

‘Horrific’ 
freeway 
accident 
kills five 

A semitruck crashes 
through the center 
divider and starts fire

At least five people, including 
a motorcyclist, died Friday in a 
crash that shut down all lanes of 
the 10 Freeway for several hours at 
the Riverside Avenue offramp in 
Rialto after a semitruck crashed 
through the center divider and 
caught fire, authorities said. 

“It’s one of the most horrific 
collisions I’ve seen in my 10-year 
career,” said Steve Carapia, a Cal¬ 
ifornia Highway Patrol spokes¬ 
man. 

Just before 1 p.m., a big-rig was 
traveling west when, for unknown 
reasons, it crashed into the cen¬ 
ter divider, entered the eastbound 
lanes and struck several vehicles 
head-on, according to CHP Offi¬ 
cer Brian Alvarez. 

The truck came to rest atop 
multiple vehicles, and then some 
caught fire, Alvarez said. At least 
two big-rigs and three passen¬ 
ger vehicles were also involved, 
he said. 

Albert Fuentes, 26, works at a 
junkyard near the freeway and 
said he heard two “boom” sounds 
when the accident happened. 

“Then you see all this smoke,” 
he said.
